This is in response to the Interview Summary dated May 8, 2007 and further in 
response to an Examiner's Interview that occurred on May 2, 2007. 

It was agreed 
that the last phrase in the claim "the external device and the battery to which the charging signal is 
provided are separate from each other" with the additional language "so as not to be physically 
coupled," may overcome the prior art used in this rejection.
